Tfj^;^lit'n  arct'sH  to  tlie  File  is  desired,  it  is  drawn  forward,  during  wliich  movement  it  cnnages  with  tiie  ( "ai)iiiet,  tills 
'^Jl'JL^  downward  and  suspends,  being  finnly  held  in  position,  as  shown  by  ("ahinot  in  the  centre  of  <ii(.  'I'hen  raise 
the  lever  of  compressor,  whereiijion  it  takes  the  position  shown  by  suspende<l  File  on  the  left  {Ihe  follim<-lHhu-d  docs  not 
drop,)  forming  a  sujjport  for  the  leaves  of  the  index  and  papers,  as  they  are  tipped  forward  for  referenc  e  to  those 
behind. 

When  done  with  the  File,  piisii  the  top  of  compressor  or  followboard  forward;  this  returns  index  and  papers  to 
place,  and  allows  the  lever  to  drop  into  clamping  jiosition;  then  press  against  the  compressing-board  at  or  near  the 
bottom;  it  clamps  automatically  and  firmly  holds  any  pressure  jilaced  upon  it,  even  though  moved  only  the  hundredth 
jiart  of  an  inch.     Return  File  lo  its  place  l)y  reversing  the  movement  which  drew  it  out.

TTTHE'  Improved  Index  System  which  these  Cabi- 
"^i^.-,  nets  contain  renders  accuracy  much  easier  than 
error,  as  the  increased  number  of  abbreviations 
employ  the  eye  instead  of  the  mind.  For  instance,  it  is 
easier  to  read  in  jilain  type  Ma,  Mc,  Me,  Mi,  than 
to  read  Ma  to  Mi,  and  supply  the  intermediate  abbrevia- 
tions by  the  mind. 

The  broad  sjiace  on  compressor  affords  several 
more  abbreviations  than  letter  files  usually  have,  and 
also  allows  the  use  of  large  type.  Again,  the  system 
of  designating  each  space  within  the  File  by  a  number, 
and  coupling  the  abbreviations  belonging  to  each 
space  \vi*h  a  corresponding  number,  allows  the  use  of 
plain  figures  on  the  visible  spaces  of  index  sheets, 
which  are  necessarily  very  limited- -sma'll ;  the  large 
figures  are  caught  at  a  glance.

I'ostal  i:ards,  receipts,  canceled  checks,  delivery  tickets  and  the  smallest  memoranda  in  use  in  any  business  are 
as  successfully  filed  and  readily  referred  to  in  the  Tucker  File  as  letters  of  the  ordinary  sizes.  This  is  not  claimed  for 
any  other  I'ile.  Again:  all  letters  are  tiled  he.ul  up  and  face  front,  and  the  almost  universal  use  of  jmnted  letter- 
heads, in  business,  renders  pen  endorsement  useless—  the  eye  catches  name  and  date  instantly. 

OTIlElt  SI'ECIAL  Ain'tXTAaES. 

The  I'ile  maintains  its  own  |iositition  when  in  i:se  —  holds  itself.  The  contents  are  securely  compressed  and 
held  in  position  without  perforations  or  other  mutilation,  and  free  from  dust.  Letters  may  be  read  within  the  File. 
Letters  are  filed  or  referred  to  in  less  than  half  the  time  usually  required.

Cabinets  are  made  from  thoroughly  kihi-dried  lumber,  very  substantially  put  together  and  elegantly  finished- 
back  and  sides  are  paneled  and  finished  alike,  so  that  from  any  view  they  are  very  attractive  in  appearance. 

FIXTUIiKS. 

The  fixtures  of  the  file  are  of  malleable  iron,  very  strong,  and  handsomely  nickel-plated  and  polished.     Outside 
Labels  are  prmted  in  guilt  on  black  cards.
